Wednesdays  1 1 Lectures 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Education  Committee  of 
the  Investment  Dealers’  Association  of  Canada,  this 
course  is  designed  to  improve  understanding  of  the 
political,  economic  and  financial  factors  which  influence 
the  prices  of  investment  securities.  It  is  intended  both 
for  the  uninitiated  and  for  persons  who  are  already 
investors.  Improved  understanding  of  investment  prin- 
ciples and  practices  will  assist  those  attending  in  the 
management  of  their  personal  investments. 

In  its  exploration  of  the  determinants  of  investment 
value,  the  course  examines  the  fundamentals  of  financial 
statements  and  interpretive  techniques  employed  by  the 
analyst  of  securities.  This  provides  a foundation  for  dis- 
cussion of  the  investment  characteristics  of  the  various 
types  of  securities.  The  course  concludes  with  a discus- 
sion of  some  of  the  problems  and  opportunities  in 
managing  a personal  portfolio. 

The  final  session  will  take  the  form  of  a Panel  Night 
with  the  three  lecturers  returning  to  present  a brief 
summing-up  followed  by  questions  and  discussion.
